]'ecords,  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  on  fires  and  on 
our  fire  house. 

The  fire  truck  was  used  six  times;  one  grass  fire  at  Clara 
Towle's,  two  chimney  fires  and  two  house  fires. 

I  am  sorry  that  the  Mould  house  on  the  Chester  road  was 
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burned,  but  this  was  no  fault  of  the  fire  department  because 
the  house  was  all  burned  before  anyone  saw  the  fire. 

The  Wilbur  house  at  the  North  side  would  have  burned 
the  same  way  if  no  one  had  seen  the  fire. 

I  feel  that  it  would  be  money  well  spent  to  send  someone 
from  the  fire  dejiartment  around  the  town  after  every  heavy 
thunder  shower  to  look  over  the  vacant  houses. 


EEPOET  OF  FIEE  WAEDEN 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  we  did  not  have  any  brush  fires 
during  1937. 

Out  of  twenty  eight  permits  issued,  there  were  two  fires 
which  got  out  of  control,  hut  I  am  glad  to  say  that  from  quick 
action  on  the  part  of  the  fire  department  they  were  quickly 
extinguished  and  no  damage  was  done. 

We  had  a  good  year,  the  best  one  since  I  have  been  Fire 
Warden.  A  hot  dry  summer  is  predicted  so  lets  all  try  and 
keep  this  record  during  1938. 

Eemember,  "no  person  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled 
any  fire  or  shall  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in 
or  near  any  wood  lands,  pasture,  brush,  or  where  the  fire 
may  be  communicated  to  such  land  except  when  the  ground  is 
covered  writh  snow,  without  obtaining  written  permission  from 
the  Fire  Warden.  Whoever  causes  or  kindles  a  fire  by  any 
means  wilfully  or  in  a  careless  and  imprudent  manner  which 
shall  endanger  Avoodlands  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both."

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Fremont : 

I  herewith  present  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of   Schools, 

iNSTEUCTIOlSr 

At  this  time  last  year,  we  were  working  with  a  substitute 
teacher  for  Mrs.  Towle,  due  to  the  latter's  serious  accident. 
Indeed  fortunate  was  the  district  to  have  available  for  sub- 
stitute duty  one  witli  experience  and  adaptability  of  Mrs. 
Edna  K.  French,  of  Sandown.  Mrs.  French  completed  the 
school  year  for  Mrs.  Towle.  This  year  a  like  situation  pre- 
vails. Miss  Helen  Noyes  of  Plaistow,  a  1937  graduate  of 
Keene  Normal  School,  was  employed  to  take  the  place  of 
Miss  Stevenson  at  the  Primary  School.  Miss  ISToyes  suffered 
an*  attack  of  pneumonia  in  December  and  is  as  yet  unable  to 
return  to  her  duties,  with  Mrs.  French  again  acting  as  sub- 
stitute. Miss  Noyes  came  to  us  with  the  best  of  qualifications 
and  recommendations.  This  promise  of  development  into  an 
excellent  teacher  appeared  to  be  Justified  when  this  illness 
came  upon  her.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  she  has  been  de- 
tained so  long  from  thei  duties  she  loved  so  well.  I  am  sure 
I  bespeak  your  wishes  that  she  may  be  speedily  returned  to 
normal  health  and  strength. 

Miss  Stevenson  leaves  the  profession  after  an  honorable 
period  of  ten  years  as  a  teacher  for  you  and  two  other  com- 
munities. She  has  performed  her  work  well  and  deserves 
the  commendation  of  her  colleagues  and  employers.  We  wish 
her  well  in  her  new  activities. 

The  remainder  of  the  teaching  forcei  is  the  same  as  last 
year  without  change. 

This  topic  of  Instruction  brings  to  mind  the  activities  and 
progress  of  the  children  in  school.    As  a  whole,  89%  received 
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promotion,  in  June  1937,  7%  trial  promotion,  and  4%  noa- 
promotion.  A  study  of  the  reading  abilities  and  capacities 
of  grades  2-7  inclusive,  was  conducted.    • 

In  this  important  tool  subject,  it  was  found  that  4  percent 
of  these  children,  were  far  below  grade,  and  some  14  percent 
more  were  experiencing  some  difficulty  in  one  form  or  other. 
In  the  main  the  former  group  show  very  little  comprehension 
while  the  latter  have  trouble  to  fully  appreciate  the  material 
read.      Certain  tests  were   given  and  the  correlation  of  re- 
sults is  close  between  the  tests  given  in  schools  through  the 
year  with  these  special  tests.     This  gives  additional  evidence 
that  the  reports  rendered  to  parents  every  six  weeks  have  not 
been  in  error  to  any  great  extent.    We  must  aim  at  and  strive 
to  achieve  a  literate  America.     So,  this  furthers  our  intent 
to  make  our  pupils  read  and  fires  our  ambitions  to  contribute 
toward  this  objective.     I  do  not  wish  to  convey  that  these 
pupils  do  not  read  at  all,  but  rather  that  they  do  not  read  as 
well  as  they  should  in  their  grade.     The  results  are  not  as 
unfavorable  as  the    Union,  as   a  whole,  yet  are   important 
enough  to  demand  attention  and  a  desire  fox  improvement. 
Examination   of  the   scores  leads  us    to  a  belief  that  some 
children  enter  school  before   the  proper  mental  age.     It  is 
recognized  that  a  child  must  be  six   years  old  mentally  to 
accomplish  the  work  of  the  first  grade,  and  then  progress  step 
by  step  through  the  remaining  grades.     Some  children  reach 
this  readiness  age  at  5,  others  at  6  and  still  others  at  7  or 
later  years.     This  school   program  is  built  with  an  under- 
standing of  this  readiness  period  from  the  first  grade  through 
the  university.     Therefore,  it  is  possible,  an  adjustment  is  in 
order  either  to  fit  the  program  to  the  pupils  as  they  are  ad- 
mitted or  to  determine  some  definite  scheme  to  show  their 
readiness  before  they  begin.    The  former  is  expensive  in  that 
failures  and  lowering  of  standards  result ;  the  latter  difficult  to 
administer  in  that  some  pupils  are  not  admitted  until  a  year 
or  more  later  than  their  playmates.     Just  which  procedure 
is  the  safer  is  now  a  matter  of  conjecture  and  controversy. 
There  may  be  a  solution  of  the  problem  as  time  goes  on.
